Since  June  30,  1986  we  have  obtained  liability  coverage 
by  self-insurance  through  pooling  with  the  State  Wide  Association 
of  Community  Colleges  (SWACC) ,  a  Joint  Powers  Authority  (JPA) . 
The  SWACC-JPA  requires  us  to  obtain  claims  administration  through 
a  third  party  for  the  claims  in  the  self  insured  retention 
($25,000  on  liability)  and  the  deductible  ($25,000  on  property) 
region.   SWACC-JPA  has  entered  into  a  management  services 
contract  with  Keenan  &  Associates  to  obtain  among  other  services, 
claims  management  services  for  the  claims  filed  against  the 
SWACC-JPA.   Since  there  are  savings  in  administrative  effort  and 
improved  coordination  of  claims  processing  that  are  achieved  by 
having  the  same  party  administer  claims  under  as  well  as  over  our 
deductible/ SIR,  we  have  contracted  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for 
claims  administration  services  since  July  1,  1986.   Staff 
recommends  that  we  continue  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  the 
claims  administration  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1992-93.   We  have  been 
quoted  a  maximum  price  based  on  time  and  expenses  of  $18,000  and 
a  minimum  of  $10,000  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1992-93.

The  passage  of  the  Carl  D.  Perkins  Vocational  and 
Applied  Technology  Education  (VATEA)  of  1990  provides  secondary, 
postsecondary  and  adult  vocational  education  programs  with 
federal  assistance  for  another  five  years,  from  July  1,  1991 
through  June  30,  1996. 

The  new  legislation  greatly  expands  the  job-related 
education  efforts.   It  emphasizes  service  to  "special 
populations,"  including  the  poor,  the  handicapped,  the 
economically  disadvantaged,  disabled,  single  parents,  foster 
children,  those  not  properly  served  because  of  sex  bias,  and 
those  with  limited  English  proficiency.   The  new  VATEA  requires 
allocation  on  the  basis  of  financial  aid  and  Vocational  Education 
student  enrollment  for  the  75%  basic  grant  funds,  the  balance  of 
the  VATEA  (25%)  will  be  through  competitive  request  for  proposal 
(RFP)  process,  Special  Projects.   City  College  of  San  Francisco 
has  not  received  an  allocation  for  the  basic  grant  for  1992-93  at 
this  time. 

The  special  programs  grant  applications  for  funds  will 
provide  supplementary  funds  to  the  basic  grant  and  to  serve  the 
"special  population"  at  the  City  College.

President  and  Members: 

By  the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  740416-B3  the  Board 
authorized  the  District  to  negotiate  for  an  Airport  site  to  lease 
for  a  new  permanent  Airport  School.   On  July  19 ,  1977 ,  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  (SFCCD)  entered  into  Lease 
No.  77-0202,  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Plot  20 
on  the  Northeast  corner  of  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  for  its  Airport  Campus  site. 

In  May  of  1992,  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration 
(FAA) ,  San  Francisco  Airport  Commission  and  the  SFCCD  entered 
into  an  arrangement  to  allow  the  FAA  to  acquire  a  3,500  square 
foot  section  on  the  southeast  corner  of  plot  20, for  the 
installation  of  an  air  traffic  navigational  device. 

The  purpose  of  this  arrangement  is  to  allow  the  FAA  to 
construct  a  Localizing  Directional  Aid  (LDA) .  The  LDA  will 
provide  the  San  Francisco  Airport  with  necessary  and  additional 
air  traffic  guidance  and  allow  for  safe,  parallel  approaches  in 
adverse  weather  conditions.   This  LDA  is  to  be  located  atop  a 
fifteen  (15')  foot  high  wood  platform,  for  a  total  height  of 
nineteen  (19')  feet.   The  area  surrounding  this  tower  will  be 
enclosed  by  an  eight  (8')  foot  high  chain  link  and  barbed  wire 
combination  fence.   Regular  maintenance  of  the  LDA  will  require 
that  the  District  allow  for  continued  right  of  entry  to  the 
property  leased  for  the  Airport  campus. 

To  compensate  for  the  loss  of  space  by  the  College,  the 
Airport,  the  FAA  and  United  Airlines  have  agreed  to  pave  a  7,000 
square  foot  currently  unpaved  area  within  the  south-west 
perimeter  of  plot  20. 

Construction  of  this  navigational  aid  and  the  paving 
project  will  be  completed  before  the  Fall  1992  classes  begin  at 
the  Airport  Campus.   Staff  has  reviewed  this  project  and 
therefore  recommend  approval  to  ratify  this  modification  of  Lease 
No.  77-0202. 
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WHEREAS:   Under  Lease  No.  77-0202  dated  July  19,  1977, 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District

Adoption  of  Recommended  Final  Budget  1992-93 

President  and  Members: 

Title  5  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  requires  the 
governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on 
the  proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  prior  to  the  end  of  the  first 
week  in  September.   In  addition,  the  proposed  budget  must  be  made  available  to 
the  public  for  inspection  at  least  three  days  before  the  hearing.  Furthermore, 
the  budget  cannot  be  finally  adopted  by  the  governing  board  of  the  district 
until  after  the  public  hearing  has  been  held.  Finally,  Title  5  also  requires 
the  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  to  adopt  a  final  budget 
no  later  than  September  7th  of  each  fiscal  year. 

On  July  23,  1992,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  No. 
920723-B4,  setting  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  public  hearing  on  the 
SFCCD  Proposed  1992-93  Budget  and  set  August  9,  1992  as  the  date  for 
publication  of  the  public  notice  announcing  where  and  when  the  proposed  budget 
would  be  available  for  public  inspection.   The  proposed  budget  was  available 
for  public  inspection  from  August  12,  1992  through  August  14,  1992  at  the 
District  Business  Office  located  at  33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California.   On  August  17,  1992,  a  public  hearing  was  held  on  the  Proposed 
Budget  for  fiscal  year  1992-93. 

The  final  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Chancellor  for  approval  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1992-93  is  as  follows:

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

PART  1  -  ADOPTION  OF  FINAL  BUDGET 

Section  1  -  In  accordance  with  Title  5,  California  Code  of 

Regulations,  Section  58196  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  hereby  adopts  the 
Recommended  Final  Budget  1992-93  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District,  as  detailed  on  Community  College  District  forms 
and  summarized  by  fund,  purpose,  and  amount  as  follows: 

General  Fund  -  Unrestricted  $  104,667,877 

General  Fund  -  Restricted  3,832,337 

Cafeteria  Fund  936,055 

Child  Development  Fund  986,720 

Section  2  -  Any  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its 

meeting  of  August  27,  1992  shall  be  incorporated  in  the 
Recommended  Final  Budget  1992-93  and  a  copy  of  the  Recommended  Final 
Budget  1992-93  with  modifications  shall  be  placed  in  the  official 
files  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  3  -  The  estimated  receipts,  income 

and  revenue  enumerated  in  the  Adopted  Budget  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  several  funds  and  departments  indicated  in  the 
Adopted  Budget  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  expenditure  appropriations 
provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget.   These  proposed  expenditure  are 
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hereby  appropriated  to  the  funds  and  departments  enumerated  in  the 
Adopted  Budget.   Each  department  for  which- an  expenditure 
appropriation  is  made  is  hereby  authorized  to  use,  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law,  the  amounts  so  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
specified  in  the  Adopted  Budget. 

Section  4  -  The  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert  the 
budget  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  official  State  forms  prescribed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, California  Community  College;  to  execute,  process,  and  file 
all  necessary  documents  required  by  the  Education  Code  or  the 
California  Code  of  Regulations;  to  place  a  copy  of  all  budget 
documents  in  the  official  files  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees;  and  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  entries  on  the  State 
forms  are  based  on  estimates,  to  use  the  latest  available 
information  when  preparing  all  entries  concerning  1991-92 
Expenditures,  1991-92  Income,  and  1992-93  Income  sections  of  the 
budget.   The  Chancellor  and/or  ViceChancellor  are  also  authorized  to 
transfer  any  surplus  funds  from  the  operation  of  the  district's 
bookstore  into  the  General  Fund  for  expenditures  for  the  provision 
of  student  services.   All  entries  concerning  the  1992-93 
Expenditures  section  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  total  proposed 
expenditures  included  in  the  Recommended  Final  Budget  1992-93  as 
listed  above. 

Section  5  -  The  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration  are  also  authorized  to  convert  the  budget 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  Community  College  District  forms 
to  the  forms  and  accounts  required  by  the  San  Francisco  Controller; 
to  execute  all  necessary  budgetary  documents,  including  current  and 
subsequent  budget  transfers  as  required  by  the  San  Francisco 
Controller,  provided  they  are  within  the  purposes  and  amounts  of  the 
budgets  adopted  on  Community  College  District  forms. 

Section  6  -  The  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration,  are  hereby  authorized  to  withhold  filing 
the  documents  described  in  Sections  4  and  5  above  until  such  time  as 
they  are  legally  required  to  be  filed  with  the  local  and  state 
agencies.   If  after  this  resolution  is  adopted  and  before  the  above 
documents  are  filed,  revenues  for  1991-92  which  are  a  part  of  the 
District  General  Revenue  are  received  such  excess  revenues  are 
budgeted  and  the  Prior  Year's  Correction  revenue  of  1992-93  shall  be 
reduced  in  like  amount.   If  revenues  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
anticipated  in  the  Adopted  Budget  become  available,  such  excess 
revenues  will  be  budgeted  in  an  Appropriation  for  Contingencies. 

PART  2  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS 

Section  1  -  Because  the  total  amount  appropriations  contained  in  the 
Recommended  Final  Budget  is  based  on  estimated  revenues  which  may 
not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Chancellor 
and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  to  review  revenue  estimates 
each  month.   If  such  revenue  estimates  indicate  a  shortage,  the 
Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  shall  hold  in 
reserve  an  equivalent  amount  of  expenditure  appropriations.   Such  a 
reserve  may  only  be  released  if  subsequent  estimates  indicate  that 
the  collection  of  the  amounts  originally  estimated  is  assured. 

Section  2  -  The  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  any 
transfers  necessary  to  correct  erroneous  account  classifications  or 
to  effect  any  changes  in  accounts  made  necessary  by  changes  in  the 
method  of  expenditures  within  the  purpose  of  the  appropriation;  such 
as  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  a  lump  sum 
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appropriation  for  a  program  or  a  project  and  transfers  to  subsidiary 
appropriations  are  required  by  City  and  County  or  State  budgetary 
practices.  In  contrast,  transfers  from  the  Appropriation  for 
Contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  shall  be  made  only 
by  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Title  5,  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  Section  58199;  in  addition  transfers  between  major 
budget  classifications  shall  be  made  only  by  a  formal  resolution 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as 
provided  for  in  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section 
58199.  Any  other  transfers  between  subordinate  accounts  within  a 
single  major  classification  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor  and/or 
Vice  Chancellor,  Administration. 

Section  3  -  The  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration  are  hereby  authorized;  first,  to  expend 
from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  any  approved  position;  second, 
to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  Section  58199  and  expend  from  the  available  funds 
budgeted  for  personal  services;  and  third,  to  transfer  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Education,  Section 
58199  and  expend  from  any  other  available  budgeted  funds  for  lump 
sum  payments  to  classified  employees  upon  death  or  retirement  for 
service  or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated 
sick  leave  benefits  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commission  Rule 
22,  Section  22.02.B9.   Provided,  however,  that  the  position  held  by 
an  employee  who  is  entitled  to  such  lump  sum  payment  will  not  be 
filled  with  either  a  permanent  or  temporary  replacement  until  such 
lump  sum  payment  has  been  recovered  from  funds  budgeted  for  personal 
services,  and  further  provided  that  in  the  event  that  said  position 
must  be  filled  immediately  it  may  be  so  filled  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chancellor  and  approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  a 
resolution  providing  funds  for  the  purpose. 

Section  4  -  That  the  San  Francisco  Community  Cpllege  District  and 

the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving 
funds  and  reserves;  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each 
such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the 
conditions  under  which  such  fund  was  established.   The  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and 
trust  funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional 
requests  or  under  other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are 
hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  fund  was  established. 

Section  5  -  That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 

District  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any 
public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or 
corporation  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into  money, 
there  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller,  a  special  fund  or 
account  evidencing  the  amount  received  and  specifying  the  special 
purposes  for  which  it  has  been  received  and  for  which  it  is  held, 
Such  an  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  as  long  as  any  portion 
of  said  moneys  or  property  remains.   Such  receipts  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the 

purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  receipt  was 
received. 

Section  6  -  Permanent  certificated  and  classified  positions 

continued  or  created  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the 
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Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased,  decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by 
a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.   Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  classified  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the 
Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  be  used  to  provide 
for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a 
permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without 
pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a  permanent 
classified  position.   Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor  and/or 
Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  be  transferred  to  certificated 
hourly  accounts  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a  permanent 
employee  who  is  on  extended  leave  without  pay.   Funds  provided  in 
the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  certificated  positions  may  with  the 
approval  of  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  be 
transferred  to  other  certificated  positions. 

Section  7  -  Surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for 

permanent  positions  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration 
to  a  Salary  Savings  Account  in  the  fund  of  which  the  appropriation 
is  a  part.  To  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  these  surpluses  shall  be 
transferred  into  the  Reserve  for  Contingencies  prior  to  June  30, 
1993. 

Section  8  -  That  moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD 

automobiles  or  trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such  equipment  or 
property.   Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged 
equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to 
Miscellaneous  Revenues  of  the  General  Fund;  provided  that  where  the 
property  is  damaged  during  construction  and  such  construction  is 
funded  from  the  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund,  the  excess  funds  shall 
be  credited  to  the  specific  construction  project  in  the  Capital 
Outlay  Projects  Fund. 

PART  3  -  GENERAL  FUND  -  PART  B  RESTRICTED 

Section  1  -  The  General  Fund  -  Part  B  Restricted  portion  of  the

On  September  17,  1985,  the  Governing  Board  by 
Resolution  No.  850917-B8  authorized  a  contract  with  the  European 
Studies  Association  (ESA)  for  travel  and  educational  program 
arrangements  for  an  excursion  to  Tokyo,  Japan,  March  15,  1986 
through  July  31,  1986.   The  contract  with  ESA  for  excursions  to 
Tokyo,  Japan  has  been  renewed  by  authorization  of  the  Governing 
Board  for  five  additional  semester  excursions. 

On  August  22,  1992,  the  Governing  Board  by  Resolution 
No.  910822-B17  authorized  a  contract  with  Kintetsu  for  travel  and 
educational  program  arrangements  for  an  excursion  to  Tokyo, 
Japan,  March  9,  1992  through  June  1,  1992.   The  cost  per  student 
was  $5,040.   The  program  was  completed  successfully. 

On  August  17,  1992,  a  Request  for  Proposals,  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  International  Education  Program,  "Tokyo" 
was  mailed  to  9  agencies  which  provide  travel  services.   The 
closing  date  for  receipt  of  proposals  was  Friday,  September  4, 
1992.   One  proposal  was  received,  a  bid  by  KITT. 

Following  is  the  breakdown  of  student  costs  under  the 
program  as  proposed  by  KITT: 

General,  instruction  and  activities  $3,004.00 

Lodging  in  Twin  room,  with  breakfast  2,266.00 

Round-trip  Air  transportation  883.00 

TOTAL  COST  PER  STUDENT  $6,153.00 
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This  represents  an  increase  of  $1,113  over  the  Spring 
1992  program  cost  per  student.   This  cost  increase  is  due  to  the 
depreciation  of  the  dollar  since  last  year,  and  cost  increases  in 
Japanese  yen  terms  due  to  substantially  higher  prices  in  the 
Tokyo  area,  and  for  the  Japanese  travel  and  lodging  components  of 
the  program.   This  has  resulted  in  a  significantly  higher  land 
package  program  price  for  1993. 

Although  KITT  is  a  new  contractor  for  City  College's 
Semester  in  Japan  program,  they  were  our  contractor  for  our  1992 
Summer  in  Guadalajara  program  and  provided  excellent  service  and 
support  at  a  reasonable  cost.   Based  upon  the  criteria  of  our 
requirements  and  their  price,  policies,  and  excellent  reputation, 
a  contract  with  the  firm  of  KITT  is  recommended  to  provide  the 
necessary  travel  and  educational  program  arrangements  for  a 
Spring  1993  Semester  in  Japan  program.

Legislation  enacted  in  1982,  Education  Code  Section 
71094  and  Government  Code  Section  1249.5,  authorized  the  State 
Chancellor's  Office  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  local  community 
colleges  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  outstanding  student 
financial  aid  obligations  owed  to  the  districts. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  has 
contracted  for  COTOP  services  since  the  program's  inception 
during  the  1982-83  fiscal  year.   Initially,  only  student 
financial  obligations  were  allowed  to  be  submitted  for  COTOP 
collection.   Consequently,  only  such  debts  as  defaulted 
NSDL/Perkins  Loans,  and  overaward  payments  under  the  PELL,  SEOG 
and  EOPS  programs  were  allowed. 

The  1989-90  COTOP  contract  was  amended  to  allow 
institutions  to  submit  non-financial  aid  obligations  for 
collection  such  as  non-resident  tuition  fees,  enrollment  fees, 
library  fines,  drop  fees,  NSF  checks  for  books  and  supplies, 
emergency  loans,  etc.   However,  during  1989-90  only  obligations 
that  were  within  the  statute  of  limitation  (accounts  of  not  more 
than  four  years  old)  were  allowed  to  be  submitted  to  COTOP  for 
the  tax  offset  program. 

The  1991-92  COTOP  contract  had  a  significant  revision 
in  the  statute  of  limitations  for  outstanding  debts.   Beginning 
with  the  1991-92  contract,  all  student  financial  aid  and  non- 
financial  aid  obligations,  regardless  of  age  of  the  account, 
qualified  for  submission  to  the  COTOP  program.   The  previous  four 
year  statute  of  limitations  was  eliminated.   The  Higher  Education 
Technical  Amendments  of  1991  removed  all  statute  of  limitations 
that  had  previously  applied  to  enforcement  action  to  collect  GSL 
and  Perkins/National  Direct  Student  Loans,  or  overpayments  of 
grants  or  work  assistance  under  Title  IV  of  the  Act. 
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The  advantage  of  contracting  with  the  Chancellor's 
Office  is  that  it  allows  districts  to  take  advantage  of  the  State 
Franchise  Tax  Board's  Income  Tax  Offset  Program.   This  means  that 
if  a  student  has  an  outstanding  obligation  with  a  district,  his 
or  her  name  can  be  submitted  to  this  office  for  collection.   If 
the  student  then  files  a  state  income  tax  return  and  a  refund  is 
due,  the  tax  offset  program  will  deduct  the  amount  that  is  owed 
to  the  district  and  send  a  check  to  the  district  for  the  student 
whose  name  was  submitted  to  the  Chancellor's  Office.   Also,  the 
COTOP  program  shows  compliance  with  Federal  "Due  Diligence" 
requirements  for  the  collection  of  Federal  loan  programs. 

To  participate  in  this  program,  which  is  called  the 
COTOP  Program,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  will 
have  to  agree  to  pay  the  Chancellor's  Office  an  estimated  amount 
equal  to  25%  of  the  amount  collected. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  contracted 
with  and  participated  in  the  COTOP  Program  during  the  tax  offset 
years  from  1983  through  1992.   The  amounts  submitted  for 
collection  and  the  net  amounts  collected  were  as  follows:

It  is  important  to  have  drummers  because  in  an  African-

An  attitude  of  unity,  oneness  within  a  community,  is 
critical  to  create  in  the  classroom  to  express  traditional 
African  dance.   The  live  drum  is  important  in  achieving  this 
unity. 

Africa  has  a  rich  variety  of  art  forms  in  religious  and 
communal  artifacts.   Both  music  forms  and  dance  forms  were 
regarded  by  Africans  as  integral  parts  of  their  culture.   Dancing 
generally  involved  the  whole  village,  either  as  active 
participants  or  as  spectators.   Recorded  music  is  not  a 
satisfactory  substitute. 

Execution  of  this  contract  is  necessary  because  of 
special  training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of 
African-Haitian,  continued  excellence  of  Physical  Education  500  - 
African  Dance.   Contractor  agrees  and  declares  that  he  is 
qualified  to  perform  such  special  services  and  that  he  is  willing 
to  render  them.

The  consortium  was  established  in  1983  to  provide  cost  effective 
training  to  eligible  staff  employed  in  programs  funded  by  Child  Development 
Division  to  obtain  the  Children's  Center  Instructional  Permit.  With  the 
infusion  of  Federal  Block  Grant  dollars  this  eligibility  has  been  expanded  to 
include  individuals  employed  in  other  child  development  settings.

No  real  or  personal  property  including  money, 
accepted  by  a  governing  board  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  considered  in 
determining  the  eligibility  of  the  district  for  an  apportionment  from  the 
State  School  Fund  nor  in  determining  the  amount  thereof."

To  serve  as  the  basis  for  control  as  to  the  number, 
classification,  title,  and  rate  of  compensation  for  all  classified  positions 
continued  or  created  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  adopting  the  budget,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  Annual  Classified  Positions  Resolution  be  approved.  This 
resolution  will  be  amended  throughout  the  year  as  necessary  to  reflect  all 
changes  in  the  number,  classification,  title,  and  rate  of  compensation  of 
classified  positions.

Part  1  -  That  the  administrative  provisions  governing  the

College  Work  Study  Program  are  hereby  adopted  as  an  integral  part 
of  this  Annual  Classified  Position  Resolution  and  detailed  as

Section  1.  Temporary  appointment  of  eligible  students  to 
class  3591  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  a  blanket 
authorization  issued  by  the  San  Francisco  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

Section  2.  All  students  to  be  appointed  in  Section  1  above 

shall  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  applicable 
Federal  laws  contained  in  42  USC  2751  et  seq.  and  the 
applicable  Federal  regulations  contained  in  34  CFR  675  et 
seq.  for  the  Federal  College  Work  Study  Program. 

Section  3.  All  students  to  be  appointed  in  Section  1  above 
shall  be  (a)  enrolled  in  6  or  more  units  at  the 
City  College  of  San  Francisco  or  12  or  more  weekly  class 
hours  in  the  Community  College  Centers,  and  (b)  in  good 
academic  standing  at  the  institution  where  enrolled,  and  (c) 
a  national  of  the  United  States,  in  the  United  States  for 
other  than  a  temporary  purpose  and  intend  to  become  a 
permanent  resident  thereof,  or  a  permanent  resident  of  the 
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Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands. 

Section  4.  All  students  to  be  appointed  in  Section  1  above 

shall  have  been  awarded  assistance  under  the 
Federal  College  Work  Study  Program  by  the  Dean  I,  of 
Financial  Aids  at  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  or  the 
Assistant  Director,  Career  Guidance/Financial  Aid,  in  the 
Community  College  Centers  based  upon  an  analysis  of  need 
developed  by  the  College  Scholarship  Service  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board  in  Berkeley,  California. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco 

Community  College  District  hereby  certifies  that 
all  eligible  students  to  be  appointed  in  Section  1  above 
shall  have  also  met  the  provisions  of  sections  2,  3,  and  4 
above  prior  to  appointment.

as  3591  College  Aides  during  times  outside  of  the  academic 
semester  or  outside  of  the  summer  session  so  long  as  they 
have  demonstrated  intent  to  enroll  in  the  next  succeeding 
academic  semester  for  6  or  more  units  at  the  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  or  12  or  more  weekly  class  hours  in  the 
Community  College  Centers.  Intent  to  enroll  in  the 
succeeding  academic  semester  shall  be  established  by  the 
student  having  complied  with  all  required  submittal  of 
documents  and  either  1)  the  payment  of  the  enrollment  fee, 
or  2)  the  deferral  or  waiver  of  the  enrollment  fee,  in 
accordance  with  provisions  of  applicable  law. 

Section  3.  In  order  to  serve  as  3591  College  Aide  during  the 
summer  session,  a  student  must  be  enrolled  in  the 
summer  session  for  3  or  more  units  at  the  City  College  of

The  following  lessor  has  agreed  to  make  their  facilities 
available  to  City  College  of  San  Francisco  Campuses  during  the 
1992-93  academic  year,  under  the  same  general  conditions  as 
provided  for  in  the  agreement  for  1991-92.  Authority  to  exercise 
options  to  renew  said  rental  agreement  is  requested. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco,  Chinatown  Campus,  has 
been  using  Chinese  United  Church  at  920  Washington  Street,  San 
Francisco,  for  ESL  classes.   The  lessor,  Chinese  United  Church, 
gave  S.F.  Community  College  notice  to  terminate  the  lease 
contract  at  the  end  of  the  1991-92  school  year.   S.F.  City 
College,  Chinatown  Campus,  has  explored  all  avenues  and 
identified  the  following  facilities  for  replacement.   Initial 
agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  lessors  to  use  their 
facilities  at  monthly  rental  cost  listed  below.
